And this may be &@ wav iu, a circular doctrine or 
P inſtruction, that after this manner wee looke up to God 1n 
allour deſignes, not as firft diſpeſer or moyer onely, but as 
founder and finifher, « and , firſt efficient, and ſupreme 
end, to whom all our h and ſervice refers and bowes, 
like the ſheaves of Jacobs ſonnes to the ſheafe of /oſeph. 
Againe, the matter of theſe five laſt Pſalmes, the whol: 
of them is but Hallelujah; praiſe ye the Lord, runneth like 
the bloud in the veines, quite — them. = 


And why may not this inſtruct us too, even wherein js 
every mans duty, to praiſe God thorou ly, and per- 
petually ? The Lord our God, the keeper of Iſrael, neither 

ficeperh, nor ſlumbrerh ; and his Angels, or Seraphimsceaſe 
not to ſing, Holy, Holyzand Satan and his Angels ate ever in 
circuit to deyoure us, and our inde votion to good is ever 
ſtealing on us; therefore we ſhould not content our ſelves 
with good begiunings, like the Church of Fpbeſiu, nor pie- 
ſume of mere y at the end, and he ſtatke dead in the middle, 
like che Church of Sardis. ; we ſhould not reft in this, that 
we lift up our lips ſometime to the Lord in the morning, or 
end in the evening in our atcuſtomed devotions, unleſſe the 
heart and matter of our day, our life be well belſowed: ac-

cording te our modell hexe, wee ſhould bee en woven and 


. wrought quite thorow ; our maine bent ſhould be a Halle- 
jah to praiſe the Lord with all our might, as David did 
with all Iſrael at the bringing home of the Arke, be- 
ing very ſenſible whenſoeyer we ceaſe to bee of ſervice to 
the Lord, as David was grieved for the breach in Y=z4h, 
and therefore called it Pere -I cab, 1 Chrov. 13. Now 
the Palme in hand is firſt Euchariſticall, a vow of 6 
ruall praiſe to the Lord, in the two firſt verſes. Second! a 
Paraineticall ; it exhorts to it upon maine rcaſon in the — .

ence, ot our of a ſenſe of that peace and grace which wee 
preach ; and this is Clarigatio, as the Roman heralds uſe to 
ſpeake, an Hallelujah, a denouacing warte agrinlt hell and 
— with a ſhril! and piercing ſound. 

Againe, the Pſalme is exhortative, preſſed with good rea- 
for. The ſunnme is this; Sticke cloſe to the Lord by faitn 
and love, for fruitleſſe and yaine is all other confidence ik 
compariſon ; in God there is much good-will and good - 
neſſe, in God there is infinite abilitic and power, in God 
there is eteraall being, hee rules for ever, as wee ſee from 
the fifth verſe to the end. But humane ſuccourthat muſt faile. 
us needs, ſometime in will, ſometime in power, ever in dura- 
tion, as in the third and fourth verſes, Put not your truſt in 
Princes, nor in the ſonne of man in whom there iu no help: : His 
breath goeth forth, & c. 

Indeed, Chriſt is the Prince of peace, happy are we that 
have him our hope, for as he is the ſonne of man, the branch 
of David; ſo he is germen lehove, the ſeedof lehovah, Eſa. 
4.2. The Lord our righteouſneſfſe, Terem. 23. 5. Ex hominc, 
nos per hominem, borne of a woman, but by the Holy Ghoſt, 
and the fullne ſſe of the Godhead 4welleth in him perſonal- 
ly, that the helpe of Chriſt, is the helpe of God. 

But meere ſons of menzevery ſecond cauſe whatſoever is no 
ſalvation ,no ſolid helpe, no merit or efficacy to build upon. 
The grace of a Prince is 2 ſhade under which all fleih is 
glad to feed, Dan. 4. and Seneca wondereth how Polbizs . 
could weepe, Propitio Ceſare, being in grace with Ceſar : 

put not your 1ruft in Princes, not in the ingenious (as the 
word ſignifieth) or magnificent ? No: Then the Plalmiſt 
takes off our truſt from all the world, and there is nor that 
thing in it which is to be truſted and celebrated forever, be- 
cauſe nothing in the world is for ever, and God his Deputies 
in office, are iii hominis, in eſſence like other men: and fo 
the beſt humane confidence is but pont ſublic ius, a woodden 
bridge, very ready to ſinke under us; yea, ſeipis arundincuu, 
as he faid of the King of Egypt, a broken reed, perillous to

The Poet ſpeakes of King Priam. Now ceaſe from the 
man whoſe breath is in his noſtrils, Iſay 2. Ten thouſand 
graves, and wormes, and paſſing-bcls, cannot give us a truer 
touch. Waldus, a rich Merchant of Lyons, ſeeing a man on 
the ſudden breathe his laſt in the ſtreets: So was hee taken 
with it, that as ſuddenly he turned his old courſe, fellto ſtu- 
dy the Scriptures, 95 became in earneſt a Preacher, and 
Founder of the Chriſtians called Walidenſes : Yee ſee what a 
point this is, and of what uſe, his breath goeth forth. Our 
Saviour hid himſelfe from the unſought honours of the 

wes: and ſo ſhould we, had we learned bur this, we would 
withdraw ſure from the perillous dignities and delights of 
the times. But as Iulius Ceſar, the fame morning hee went 
out to ſue for the Prieſthood, ſaluting his mother ſaid, D.. 
mum nifs Pontificens ſe non reverſarum,That he would never 
come home but high Prieſt: So (my brethren in the Mini- 
Rerie) doe not ſome of us in purſuit of honour, take leave of 
our charge, which ſhould be as our mother deare unto us; 


bur we goe out, as teſolved not to come to refidence v ĩth- 


out au high Prie ſthood ; for we ne vet thinke on ir, that our

minute ſome ſand falleth, and the glaſſe once turned, no crea- 
ture can intreat the ſands to ſtay, till they ate dra wen out: 
So is our life, it ſhortens and dies everie minute, and we can- 
not beg a minute of time backe, and that we call death, is 
but the teime of it, ot conſununation; Vita ultimo dis fin- 
tur, omni perit, ſaith Sereca . Many be our paitiall or pettie 
deaths, ſorrow, ficknefſe,miſhap, but death is incloſed in the 
bowels of our life, aud is eſſentiall with it. Spiritus exit: Ila 
Pirit gaeth forth, Lyenrgus ſaul, that according to the 
threefold age of man, athreefold ſalutation might bee uſed, 
you arc com, or you come in a good houre ; God keepe 
you, or ſtand in a good houre ; God ſpeed. you, or goc ina 
good houre: to ſhew that from the age of fiftic and forward, 
we are taking our leave, our ſpirit is going forth, but ſo fraile 
and fluid is life, that at all ages & times we may be bid, God 
ſpeed, we may have our Vaſe, or goe in a good houre. For 
once imbarqued, we ate going to the Port. The. going out 
of the Cradle is the entring into the grave, to have a begin- 
ning and to be borne, is to breed or be in travell, yea —— 
darted, or put in a flight to an end; Therefore 7 ha/es was 
wont to ſay, that there is no difference betweene life and 
death, and being thereupon demanded, Tu ergo quid nov 
worers ?

dars, Pal. do. and Opera Dei, the warks of God, ot which 
God approves, John 6.

the corners of the ſtreet: whercas, the heart once well affe- }
